P e ta lu m a , March 25.h.—Tho weather has 
been ckudy ell day. Several light showers 
fell during the altornoon, and heavy blsck 
clouds and a strong southerly breeze indicate 
more rain. 
S p a n ish to w n , March 25th.—I t is now 
raining, and a heavy wind from the south is 
blowing. There are good indications for a 
night’s storm. 
P ortland (Or.), March 25th.—There has 
been a steady rainfall since noon to day, 
which extended throughout the valley, with 
prospects cf continuing ali night. 
Trains Im peded by a Sand-Storm. 
B a k e r s f ie ld , March 24’.h.—A very severe 
wind-storm is now blowing, and bas'been do­ 
ing so for several hours, ou the Mojave des­ 
ert. Tfce northern-bound overland that was 
due here at 2 o’clock this morning is block­ 
aded with sand-drifis at Mojave station.

Tho passengers on the 
southern-bound train are viewing the scene 
of the great disaster of January 20tb. 
Los A n g e le s, March 24tb.—The train due 
at 8 this morning did not arrive until 4 this 
evening. The delay was caused by a terrific 
sand-storm on the Mojave des rt. The track 
was covered with s :nd for a longdistance, 
and the turntable was so obstructed that it 
took eight hours to clear it. 
The Santa Clara M urderers—3Sorbltl Curl 
ositi*. 
S a n Jo s e , Match 24th.—The announcement 
that those who desired to sea the three men 
now cocfined in the County Jail on a charge 
of murder in the late killing of Renowden 
and McIntyre would be granted that privilege 
to-day, caused the most remarkable scene of 
the kind ever witnessed iu Santa Clara coun­ 
ty. It was believed that the public interest 
in the case had largely died out during the 
last few days, which have been marked b7 no 
oecurrerce calculated to keep it alive, but the 
events of today show how deep and general 
the feeling it. Before the prison gates were 
opeuc-d this morning Luudreds had gathered 
for admission, nod from that time until near­ 
ly 4 o’clock, when ths gates were fioally closed 
in the faces of a crowd yet waiting for in­ 
grese, the stream of humanity of every tla-s, 
color, age and grsde pouring into jail was in­ 
cessant. About 150 at a time would be allowed 
to enter, and these would then file through 
the corridors and past the open cell*, where 
tbo accused stood an the doors, under Kuard, 
They would then go cut aud another lot be 
let iu. Io this wT? over 3.000 persons visited 
the prisoners. 
The excitement about the 
gate was so intecs’, and the anxiety to enter 
so great, that it required the utmost efforts cf 
the officers to pres, rve order and prevent p r* 
sons being crushed.

ORIGIN 
OF THE BARBEE 
POLE. 


In the records of the English Parliament 
for the last century we read that Lord 
Thurlow, when he opposed the Surgeon’s 
Incorporation bill in the Honse of Peers, 
on July 17, 1797, stated that, by a statute 
still in force, the barbers and surgeons were 
each to use a pole. 
The bsrbere were to 
have theirs blue and white striped, with 
no other appendage; but the surgeons’, 
which were the same in other respects, 
were likewise to have a gallipot and a red 
rag to denote tho partionltr uature of their 
vocation. The origin of the barbers’ polea 
is to be traced to the period when tho bar­ 
bers were also surgeons, and practiced 
bleeding. To assist this operation it became 
necessary for the patient to gnrep a staff ; 
a stick or pole was always kept by the 
barber-surgeon, together with the fillet or 
bandage he used for tying the patient’s 
arm. 
W hen the polo was not in use, tho 
tape was tie<Mo it, that they might be both 
together when wanted. 
On a person com­ 
ing to be bled, the tape was disengaged 
from the pole and bonnd round the arm, 
and the pole was put into the persoa’B 
hand. 
After the operation was concluded 
the tape was again tied upon the pole, and 
the pole and tape were often hung at the 
door for a sign or notice to passers by that 
they might there bo bled. 
Doubtless the 
competition for custom was great, for onr 
ancestors believed thoroughly in bleeding, 
and they demanded the operation frequent­ 
ly. 
At length, instead of hanging out the 
identical pole used in the operation, a pole 
was painted with stripes around it, in imi­ 
tation of the real pole and bandage, and 
thus came the sign. 
That tfce use of the 
pole in bleeding was very ancient appears 
from an illumination in a missal in ths time 
of Edward I, 
In other ancieut volumes 
there are engravings of the like practice. 
“ Such a staff,” says Brand, who mentions 
these graphic illusions, “ íb to this very 
day put into the bauds uf patients under­ 
going phlebotomy, by every vi..age practi­ 
tioner.”

Archie Clark was shot and dangerously wounded 
in Portland yesterday by Charles Anderson. 
Frank C. Hamilton wa9 burned to death while 
drunk Saturday night at El Dorade, Kansas. 
At the foot of Mount Ararat 150 people have been 
killed by snow avalanches, and 100 injured.

THE FUTURE OF THE NEWS REPORT. 


Statements recently made that the news- 
gathering organizations formerly existing 
on this coast have been disbanded, and 
that all the journaU have been merged into 
a single organization, or have been sub­ 
ordinated to Eastern news organizations, 
and to the further general effect that an 
era cf monotonous stereotyping in news 
reports is about to be ushered in, is wholly 
erroneous in fact, and would not have been 
put forth by anyone possessing an adequate 
idea of the significance of the changes 
about to be made. It is true that a change 
has been effected somewhat in the direc­ 
tion of distributing a stereotyped report of 
the markets, financial quotations, public 
documents, the journals of proceedings of 
public bodies, and generally the common­ 
place daily news. But this adjustment has 
been brought about in the interest of giv­ 
ing place to a larger volume of distinctive 
news, for the collection of which the old 
news organization still exists. 
A report 
hereafter to be termed the “ common re­ 
port,” is tobe edited, condensed, and col­ 
lected at Chicago from the news of the 
Western Associated Press and furnished in 
manifold to the papers heretofore taking 
news as customers or clients of the inde­ 
pendent news associations of this coast. 
This news is the same as heretofore pre­ 
sented in the condensed reports furnished 
by what are termed outside papers, and 
covers the news matter heretofore neces­ 
sarily stereotyped. 
In the collection of 
news covering the field west of the Rocky 
mountains, and for the collection and 
transmission of all that news matter which 
has constituted all that is distinctive in 
the news reports, no change has taken 
place. 
It should be understood that in the 
past only three-tenths of the volume of 
news reports transmitted to this coast has 
been based upon the Associated Press news. 
Seven-ten tbs of these reports were col­ 
lected independently of the Eastern news 
associations, notwithstanding full access 
to the entire volume of newB reports 
brought to New York and Chicago by the 
New York and Western Associations. The 
common report hereafter to be delivered 
in manifold, and necessarily stereotyped in 
publication, is fo be based wholly upon the 
Associated Press news received at Chicago. 
It is to represent these elements of daily 
occurrence which are- ccmmcn, accessible 
to all, and which do not furnish a field for 
associated or individua! enterprise, 
The t 


seven great papers of Now York consti­ 
tuting the original Associated Press of this 
country remain in association chiefly for 
the purposé of covering the common-place 
intelligence of the day, bnt in the main 
the news columns of these papers reflect 
the individual enterprise of each. 
When 
really important interesting events occur, 
the Associated Press or common report is 
sacrificed, and the Bpace devoted to the 
publication of either individual or combi­ 
nation specials. 
Combined specials are in 
a sense associated press reports—that is, 
they are brought by special association. 
The same observation is true of the papers 
published in Chicago. 
For some time the 
tendency has been, and still continues 
to be, to support the common report and 
reduce its office to the presentation of the 
common place; 
and this is what has 
actually happened to the old standard re­ 
port as it appears in the press of New 
York and Chicago. 
In the interest of 
economy, and to dispose cheaply of that 
which is necessarily common and accessible 
to all, a common report derived from the 
Associated Press news, an abstract of what 
is the common report at Chicago, to the 
extent of 4.500 words in the night time for 
publication in the morningpapers, and 1,500 
words—or about one-half of a column of 
the R e c o rd U n io n 's nonpareil—in the day 
time for the evening papers, will be trans­ 
mitted to this coast and delivered in mani­ 
fold to all the paperB heretofore publishing 
the Associated Press news, whether as 
principals or customers. 
But the economy 
sought is merely in the interest of a 
broader and higher effort in the fields of 
journalism not covered or represented by 
this stereotyped report. The representation 
therefore that the journals are about to 
enter upon a dead sea level stereotyped 
monotony is far from the truth. 
The true 
significance of the changes about to take 
place is in the direction of inaugurating an 
era in the news service which will try by 
the severest test the skill, energy, and en­ 
durance of every journal aspiring to the 
position of a first-class newspaper, in 
which contest the law of the survival of 
the fittest will find fresh application and 
illustration. 
So far from having reached a 
state of fossilization, journalism on the 
Pacific coast is at the door of a broader 
and higher plane of enterprise. 
Instead of 
proceeding upon any road of monotony and 
stagnation, the way opening invites to a 
rivalry very far from being in the interest 
of the financially weak. 
In this contest 
associated relations have not undergone 
any change in any agential particular.

W a s h in g t o n , March 25th.—The President 
received this evening telegraphic information 
of the sudden death this afternoon of Post- 
mastsr-Genersl Howe. 
In consequence cf 
this unexpected event, the dinner which was 
to have been given Tuesday by the President 
to ex-Governor Diaz, of Mexico, who is to ar­ 
rive in Washington to-morrow morning as 
the gneat of the nation, will not take plaei. 
The reception to have been given the fame 
distinguished guest by Secretary Frelingbuy- 
sen on Wednesday ovenicg will tot take 
place. 
K e n o s h a (Wis.), March25th.—Hon. T. O. 
Howe, Postmaster-General, died at 2:20 this 
afternoon at the residence of his nephew, 
Colonel Jamas H. Howe. 
Ho contracted a 
severe cold a week ago at Green Bay, and 
returned to Kenosha. 
He was very ill till 
Saturday, when he seemed to improve. 
His 
physicians pronounced it pneumonia. 
He 
was taken worse Saturday n'ght, and sank 
rapidly, passing away peacefully this after­ 
noon. 
[Mr. Howe was born at Livermore, Maine, Febru­ 
ary 24,1816, and after receiving an academic educa­ 
tion studied law and was admitted to the bar. He 
was a member of the Legislature of the State of 
Maine in 1815, in the latter part of which year he 
removed to Wisconsin, where he was elected J dge 
of the Circuit and Supremo Court». He was elected 
to the United States Senate as a Union Republican 
to succeed Charles Durkee, and took liis seat in 
lcdl 
He was re-elected to the Senate in 1867 and 
1873. 
During these eighteen years he held im­ 
portant committee positions, and was one of the 
most prominent and influential members of that 
bodv. 
His 
term 
of 
office 
expired 
March 
3, 
1S79. 
The 
famous 
triangular 
contest, 
in which 
the 
election of his successor was 
involved, and in which Judge Howe, E. W. Keyes 
and M att Carpenter participated, a contest which 
finally ended in the election of Carpenter, will be 
recalled. Judge Howe then retired to Greenboro, 
where he made his borne since his removal to this 
State. He was not permitted, however, to rcmiin 
long in retirement. 
He was tendered by President 
Garfield the appointment as a member of the Board 
of Commissioners sent by the United States to 
represent this Government in the Intcmatibnal 
Monetary Congress at Paris, his associates being ex­ 
Senator Thurman, of Ohio, and William M. Evarts, 
of New York. He remained abroad about six 
months, and soon after his return began to he promi­ 
nently mentioned as a possible member of President 
Arthur’s Cabinet. In December, 1SS1, he was ten­ 
dered the I’ostmaster-Generalsnip, which he ac­ 
cepted, and to the duties of which he has since de­ 
voted his attention. He strongly favored the re 
duction of postage made by the last Congress, and 
has been largely instrumental in securing improved 
mail facilities throughout the country ]

Beecher spoke of their oppression and the 
Intrusions from a foreigu source, and said 
while this country could not interfere be­ 
tween the naticus of the old world, it should 
raize its voice in protest. After Mr. Beecher 
had spoken, the Chief of the Embassy re­ 
plied in his native tongue, which was inter­ 
preted to the congregation.

B raidwood (111.), March25th.—Early Sat­ 
urday morning the pit boss of the Diamond 
mine descended to the bottom, and after ex­ 
ploring for a short distance in different direc­ 
tions, finding several places where the mine 
had caved in from the effect cf the Booking 
by water, and discovering black damp plenti­ 
ful, he went into the south working, which 
was found in better condition than the others. 
About five steps from the starting point he 
discovered the body of one of the drowned 
miners, water-soaked and bloated beyond 
recognition, and a little further on another in 
the same condition. 
Without proceeding 
further he returned to tbe surface, and in a 
consultation it wa? decided to keep the matter 
quiet, for fear of large crowds assembling be­ 
fore lie regular search party entered. 
B raidwood, March 25th.—A party entered 
the Diamond mine to-night for tbe purpcse 
of making a search, as far as possible, for the 
bodies of the drowned miners. It is intended 
that the search be kept secret, and condncted 
at night, in order to avoid a crowd. There 
was a large number of people at the mine all 
day. 
The bodie?, _ if found, will not be 
brought up till midnight. They will be taken 
to Braidwood, where an inquest will he held. 


bringing up the bodies. 
B raidwood, March 26th—a. m.—There 
are marks of the destroying angel visible in 
the little town of Diamond, where to-night 
at midnight were brought to tbe surface nice 
miners who lost their lives by the sad catas­ 
trophe of February 16th. Lite last night it 
was announced that the bodies which had 
been found by an exploring party wopld be 
brought to the suifaca and placed in the 
Morgue. By 10 o’clock the available grounds 
in the vicinity of tbe hoisting shaft were 


completely packed with people, excitedly dis- 
cussirg the probability of the identification 
c f the bodies when they should appear above 
ihe month cf the hoisting shaft. When it 
was found that there was great excitement 
among the lookers-on, it was determined 
that it would be injudicious 
to 
bring 
up the bodies in tbe morning, as was at 
first proposed, and the fact was announced to 
the crowd that no bodies would be taken cut 
until to-morrow morniDg, on-account cf the 
inside work that had to be d:ne. During the 
day, however, a private search was instituted 
through the various passages in the scuth 
workings of the mine. The party came 
across a trap door partly imbedded in the 
caved roof. They burst in> the door and 
made an entrance into the passage iu spite of 
the black damp, though almost choked, and 
discovered not far ahead two bodies, both 
lying upon the f ace. 
Proceeding further they 
found iwo more bodies, and still farther two 
more. Upontwo of them were huge piles of 
soapstone, which had dropped from the roof. 
Without removing the bodies the party re­ 
treated before the black damp that was com­ 
ing upon them faster and faster, to the main 
shaft, where they were r&Led to tbe turface. 
At 8 o’clock this evening the search pirty 
secretly prepared for their journey, and pro­ 
ceeding to where the bodies lay, placed tnem 
upon canvsB stretchers and bore them to the 
mouth of the main shaft, where they re­ 
mained until midnight, when they were in­ 
cased in wooden boxes and hoisted to the sur­ 
face. 
When the first body wa3 brought up 
willing hands teized the box aud bore it to the 
Mcrgue, where it was placed upon the floor 
and the crowd allowed to pass around and 
view the dead. 
It wae the body cf Paddy 
Wall. The face was in a horrible condition, 
the flrsh red and white and the scalp badly 
bruised. Other bodies were then raised, and 
two of them identified as William Johnson 
and John Huber. Farther developments are 
expected to-morrow. 
Two shifts have been 
at work all day, working their way through 
the immense piles of -soapstone which have 
fallen from the rocf and blocked the way. 
The searches that have been made have for­ 
tunately been attended by no serious disaster, 
though it is said the party were in great 
danger.

This increases the discrepancy on 
the receipts to $15,764 42, and swells the 
total embezzlement, thus far discovered, 
to $45,434 27. 
This investigation is not 
yet half concluded. 
The extraordinary recovery of D. M. 
Verdenal, the lawyer, from the serious in­ 
juries received by him last Saturday, is 
creating considerable comment. 
The case 
is unparalleled in surgical works. 
He was, 
as stated, struck by the pole of a runaway 
team, trampled on and run over by the 
horses, a parting kick striking him on the 
back of the head and inflicting a severe 
scalp wound, threw him fifteen feet (meas­ 
ured), turning a somersault in his flight 
and striking with a thud on the pavement. 
He was taken up insensible and with life 
apparently extinct; no pulsation ; only a 
faint movement of the heart could be dis­ 
cerned by the instrnment used.

The Willows Journal says if that section 
is not visited by a rain within a few days, 
Willows will have sufficient warehouse 
capacity to house all the grain raised in 
Colnsa county, 
Washington Territory hop roots are in 
demand in the East. 
A. J. Miller shipped 
from Puyallup a few days since several 
thousand hop roots. 
They went to various 
growers in New York. 
The railroad company, says the Ros< ■ 
burg (Or.) Independent, are discharging men 
every day, and Chinamen’s wages have 
been reduced to 90 cents a day. 
Several 
gangs have struck, and large numbers are 
leavmg the road. 
From the Blue mountains, near Weston, 
Or., to the Columbia river, forty miles to 
the west, says the Leader, there is almost 
an unbroken stretch of wheat fields, which 
never in extent or promise approached the 
present hopeful condition. 
A San Diego Union correspondent at 
Warner’s ranch, says : 
“ Daring one of 
the recent thunder-storms some very large 
hailBtones fell, so large that they beat off 
the leaves of the oak trees and damaged 
the young wheat in an Indian’s field.” 
A three-year-old child of Thos. Hughes, 
an emigrant from Idaho en route from Iowa 
to Walla Walla, W. T., was thrown be- 
-tween the platforms of the cars by the 
Budden starting of the train at Echo, U. 
T., last Saturday, and so injured as to die 
in a short time. 
Albert Blair, while playing atBinghamp- 
ton, Solano county, several days ago, ran 
a sliver into bis foot.' Dr. Trafton was 
called in, and had|to administer chloroform 
before it could be taken out. 
Tuesday 
morning he died, the physicians Bay, from 
spasms of the heart. 
While skylarking in a saloon at Bridge­ 
port, Mono county, last week, a pistol was 
knocked from the pocket of one of the men, 
and falling to the floor, it was exploded, 
the ball penetrating the leg of John Hun- 
toon, and shattering the bone.

Rice W. Simpson, an Oregon pioneer of 
1845, died at his home on the Luckiimnte 
on the 14:h inst.

He settled on the Lack- 
iamute four years after he arrived in Ore­ 
gon, aud had lived there ever since. 
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The Pacific Mail steamer Colima has ar­ 
rived at Sin Francisco from Panama, bring­ 
ing dates to the 1st instant. 
CHILE. 
The small-pox was conveyed to Los Vilos 
by a laborer from Valparaiso, who was en­ 
gaged to wcrk on a farm in the immediate 
vicinity of the former place. 
A few days 
after his arrival five men were attacked ; 
in a few days more there were nineteen 
persons in the small-pox hospital, and 
eleven had succumbed to the disease. 
None of 
the persons attacked escape. 
Some die on the third day, and none sur­ 
vive the fifth, 
Ia one house a father and 
six children succumbed one after the other, 
but the mother escaped, owing, probably, 
to her having had the small-pox and to the 
fact cf her having been vaccinated quite 
recently. 
In another, a woman died, leav­ 
ing a little girl, who was taken charge of 
by a charitable gentleman, but on the 
seventh day it was attacked and died. 
Two similar cases are reported. 
The pop­ 
ulation of Los Vilos is between 700 and 
SCO, and it ¡3 computed that one-third of 
the inhabitants have been attacked. 
A 
-anic has seized upon the town, and every- 
dy who can get away is flying from it. 
It has been necessary to allow the dead to 
be buried anywhere, as men cannot be 
found to carry the bodies. 
Monsignenr Dell Frates, the Papal Dele­ 
gate in Chile, has been expelled because 
the Pope refues to consent to the petition 
presented by the Government to the Apos­ 
tolic Chair in 1S7S. praying for the preconi­ 
zation of the candidate presented for the 
vacant Archiepiscopal See of Santiago. 
His departure was signalized by manifesta­ 
tions of regret and grief on the part of the 
people. 
The bill empowering the President of the 
Republic to grant patents for twenty years 
has been sanctioned by the Council of 
State. 
Rich eilver discoveries have been made at 
l’etorca, the ore yielding 2 1)20 ounces to 
the ton. 
The bill empowering the Prerident to let 
by tender the construction of four railways 
has been sanctioned by the Council of State. 
The lites are : A branch line from Rengo 
or Pelequen station to Peutno ; a line from 
Corhue to Mulchen ; and from Angol to 
Traignen, and another from Renaico to Fort 
Victoria. 


P E R U . 
Iglesias is at Cajamarca with a body 
guard of a hundred or more men, and gives 
no sign of an intention to leave the p'ace. 
Outside of Cajamarca he has not even the 
shadow of power, and the sympathy of the 
seven Northern Departments, upon which 
he saDguincly relied, has been absolutely 
refused to his cause. 
Large reinforcements have arrived at 
Tacna and Arica from Callao and Valpa­ 
raiso, making tbe Chilean forces at those 
points amount to probably over 5,000 men. 
An order has been made public reducing 
the outward duty on concrete sugar to SO 
cents per 100 kilos. 
No more cases of yellow or typhoid fever 
are reported from the Bay of Callao.

United States steamer Hartford has all on 
board in excellent health, after having lost 
two men from typhoid fever.

Messrs. Butterfield aud Crocker have 
made the last payment on the San Jose and 
Ejcuintla Railroad, bnt as yet the prop­ 
erty has not been turned over to the new 
company. 
The Central American Union seems to be 
recommending itself more and more to the 
minds of the people as the one political goal 
to be striven for. 


COLOMBIA, 
Locusts and sickness have done much 
damage in Magdalena. 
Congress was formally opened on Febru­ 
ary 1st. 
The Senate elected Sr. B. Rein­ 
ales as President; 
Sr. Benjamin Ruiz, 
Vice-President, and Sr. Leonidas Fiores as 
Secretary. 
The Deputies elected to hold 
the same offices, Señores Constancio Franco 
Vargas, JuanF. de la Esprit 11a and Carlos 
Cete8. 
There is a break in the section of the 
cable of the West Coast Company, which 
connects Lima with Moliendo. 
Several 
interruptions have previously occurred in 
this Bsme section, owing to the nature of 
the sea-bed in that region, which sound­ 
ings Bhow to be exceedingly broken and in­ 
tersected by deep ravines. 
The Central 
and South American Company’s northern 
section is broken at about ninety miles 
from Panama. 
As the canal enterprise acquires consist­ 
ency it becomes evident that labor will be 
abundant, and that the work is progressing 
in spite of opposition from various sources.

At Guayaquil it is feared that directly 
the least opportunity offers, the city will 
suffer^.sack similar to that experienced in 
Quito, Cayambe and other places. 
Matters at Guayaquil are growing worse 
daily, and the position ot General Viente- 
milla ia becoming extremely critical. 
To 
his other troubles are now added two inter­ 
national questions. 
He has abruptly can­ 
celed the exequatur of the Italian Consul, 
and has also tortured an Italian subject. 
He expects some Krupp guns and men who 
know how to work them, and so he hopes 
to defend Guayaquil from the attacks of 
the rebels, who will most certainly not 
allow him to long remain in peace. 
Guay­ 
aquil will be captured with greater ease 
than Esmeraldas, but the destruction which 
is sure to be effected by the troops here 
makes all dread an attack on the town.

R a in .—D uring the twenty-four hours pre­ 
ceding 8 o’clock last evening more or less 
rain fell a t all the Signal Service stations on 
the Pacific coast, with the exception of V i­ 
salia and L s3 Angeles." A sprinkle fell here 
in the early evening, and at 10 p. m. there 
was a slight shower. 
A t midnight the heav­ 
ens were still threatening. Of the weather at 
8 o’clock last evening Sergeant Barwick said: 
The barometer is falling along the entire P a­ 
cific coast, except at San Diego, at which 
place it is rising ; the wind is blowing from 
some westerly pfftit a t all stations except 
Red Bluff and San Francisco, it being south­ 
east at the latter and south at the former. 
I t is raining at Portland, Red Bluff, San 
Francisco and Sacramento. 
A foul weather 
sunset was reported from Olympia to San 
Francisco—an evidence th at rain will con­ 
tinue falling—at least .01 of an inch will 
be precipitated in the next 
twenty-four 
hours. Xna wind’s direction is rather against 
a severe storm or one of a very great amount 
of precipitation, but of course its general di­ 
rection m ust be changed to a more favorable 
point th at would continue the already slight 
rain. The rainfall at Sacramento last evening 
to 8 o’clock was .01 of an inch. F or the season 
to date, 10 00 inches; for the season of 1877-8 
to an equal date i t was 22 79 inches; 1878-9, 
13,53 inches ; 1879- 80, 10.84 inches; 1880-1, 
24.47 inches ; 1881-2, 14 07 inches. 
The 
average for the past six years to a correspond­ 
ing date was 16 10 inches. 
The present sea­ 
son to date is 5.20 inches short of the average 
rainfall for the past six seasons. 


D e a th o f M b . J e l l v . —Samuel Jelly, an 
account of whose fatal accident has hereto­ 
fore been given, died on Saturday evening, 
after having continued in an unconscious 
state about fift7-two hours. 
In his death he 
leaves a sister in this city, an only son, now 
en route from the F a st in response to a tele­ 
gram, and several near relatives residents of 
New England. 
M r. Jelly was a native of 
S dein, Maes., and came to Sacrmhento in the 
pioneer day?, arriving here early in 1850. 
H e oDgaged the asm» year in the jewelry 
business in this city, and has ever since con­ 
tinued, maintaining a prom inent position in 
busine r s circles. 
His death is felt by the en­ 
tire community as a great loss, and is deeply 
deplored.. W herever he was known, in busi­ 
ness or social circles, he was moat highly re­ 
spected and esteemed. 
H e was a . m an of 
sterling qualities and positive traits of char­ 
acter, but was of retiring disposition, and 
rarely perm itted himself to bs placed promi­ 
nently in public affairs. 
In thought and in­ 
fluence he was of Christian profession; wag 
uniformly courteous and kindly to all. 
His 
charitable impulses were warm, and were 
manifest in public and private benefactions 
of the most 
liberal character, bestowed 
broadly, but so quietly th at the world knew 
not half their extent. 
To have it written, 
“ He lived and died respected and beloved by 
all,” is m an’s best epitaph.

The place of friendly interest to U3 
there was th at of Professor Ezra Carr and 
wife, Mrs. Jennie C. Carr. 
M r. Carr, of 
course it is remembered, .was Superintendent 
of Public Instruction during the adm inistra­ 
tion of Governor IrwiD, and it was during the 
latter part of the term th at they began to 
improve the place, which contained forty 
acres. 
They have displayed much fine taste 
and good judgm ent in Ihe improvements. 
They have grapes that ripen at intervals of 
one week, from the earliest until the l ‘t of 
December. 
If memory serves me right, it 
contains twenty-seven varieties. 
They_ are 
just completing a new house, very unique 
and graceful in its architecture, strictly in 
harmony with the beauty of the location. 
From the observatory we had the finest view 
of the valley the heart could wi3h, and one 
which was proof indeed that we held the 
“ key of the valley.” Mrs. Carr and the 
doctor were overjoyed to see us, and wished 
ws could stay longer, but wo had a long ride 
before us, and therefore bid them an early 
adieu and proceeded to “ Sierra M edra V illa ” 
for lunch. 
This place is a most beautiful 
niche in the hills under the Sierra Madre 
range. 
There we fcund the orange in per­ 
fection ; also the lemon, which latter, ia 
many places, was almost entirely killed by 
frost. 
We rested our horses and breathed 
the m ountain air, tempered by the warm 
breez;scf the valley, and ate tho d.s ert of 
our 
meal 
out 
under 
the 
treee, which 
were loaded with golden fruit. 
I t was one of 
the most beautiful and restful phases of cur 
whol8 trip. 
From there we went down the 
valley in search of Governor Stonem aa’s 
place, which we did not find until we had 
passed it. 
W e went to the homo of S. H. 
Titus, who has been one of the great breeders 
of the trotting horse of Lre Angeles county ; 
also to the home of S. J . Rose, who Í3 one of 
the Directors of our Slate A gricultural So­ 
ciety, and proprietor of the fiuest vineyard of 
the State, as well 33 having one of the best 
studs of horses on the Pacific coast. 
W e en­ 
joyed very much looking at his sleek-limbed 
youngsters by Sultan and Del Luis, some of 
which we shall see at our next State fair. We 
also enjoyed testing the quality of his vintage 
and distillery, which opportunity was extend­ 
ed to us with a liberal hand. 
B ut space and 
time have an end. 
W e rode on M r. Rose’s 
place through the finest avenue of orange 
trees th at we Baw on our trip—two rows of 
lordly trees upon each side of the drive from 
the house to the main road. From M r. Rose’s 
place we turned our*horses for Los Angeles, 
via the old San Gabriel Mission, which our 
party visited in force, curious for its antiquity 
and its character of church and stronghold, 
as a fort against the marauding Apaches. 
We went into Los Angeles th at evening at 
about 7 o’clock, with the U nited States colors 
flying from the head-pieces of onr horses, a 
tired and hungry, but well satisfied party. 
The day following we went to Santa Monica 
beach, the town of Senator J . P . Jones, of 
Nevada, fame. 
The town is situated on high 
table land, and is not of any particular inter­ 
est except as a resort for invalids. The beach 
is too abrupt and too gravelly for fine surf 
b ath in g ; nevertheless, three of our party 
thought they would try it, which led to what 
might be termed “ a thrillm g adventure”— 
at least it m ight have led to a fatal one. 
Two young men not of our party, one of 
them a nephew of C. P. H untington (we have 
lost hi9 name), were launching a small boat 
to ride the surf. 
One of our parly, a good 
swimmer, but for the first time in the briny 
watere, asked 
permission 
to 
go 
with 
them, being assured that they knew what 
they were about, and th at there was no dan­ 
ger, and just as they got the boat into the 
water another gentleman stepped into the 
boat and took the oars and the oarsman’s 
seat. 
He was not dressed for bathing, but in 
an ordinary su it 
The young men expostu­ 
lated and invited him to get out, but he re­ 
fused, and said he could manage it, and that 
h9 did not mind a little wet. 
So the boat 
was pushed for deep water, and when the 
order came to jump ir, our Sacramentan 
jumped in, and when tno other two should 
have jumped in they gave the boat a s!rong 
push and let it go and made for shore. 
The

did 
not 
discover 
this until 
the 
boat 
had 
gone 
quite 
a distance, and when the first breakers etiu:k 
the boat it became evident to him th at there 
was trouble ahead, for the man at the oars 
could not keepthebow straightto the breakers. 
He demanded tho oars, which were refused. 
He then concluded to stick to the “ ship ” as 
long as it was right side up. 
W hen the boat 
struck the second breaker it became evident 
th at the next one would capsize the boat, and 
our Sacramentan told his crazy pilot th at he 
would soon ba in the briny deep, and th at he 
would have to paddle his own canoe. 
out 
this time a young wiie on the shore real z d 
the danger the little craft was in and began 
to hurry to the scene to pick up her drowned 
lord, 
th e next tidal wave, true to predic­ 
tion, tossed the frail crait out of the water 
and it came down bottom up, epiliirg its load 
of souls into old ocean. 
The stubborn boat­ 
man clung to the boat, but our Sacramentan did 
not propose to keep company with him longer, 
and made a struggle for the shore, and was suc­ 
cessful in reaching it without help or knowing 
whether he was in danger or not ; the 
other was less fortunnte, and had to be saved 
by the two young men, who came gallantly to 
his rescue when they saw his strength was no 
m atch for the ocean. 
H e was hauled ashore, 
looking like a chicken th at had experienced 
an extended bath in a swill barrel. 
W ithout 
this little adventure the trip to Santa Monica 
would have been monotonous, at least toone of 
the participants. The next day we visited the 
city of Los Angeles and the orange groves 
in the immediate vicinity. 
The W olfskill 
grove is the most noted ; the trees are thirty 
years old, and 
I fie crop has been sold 
on 
the 
trees, 
from 
thirty acres, 
for 
$25,000 this year, and it is not a very good 
year for orange?, being too dry. 
W e were 
very kindly received and entertained by the 
family of one of onr party, who are native 
residents of the fair city. 
The courtesies ex­ 
tended us were bountiful, and will long be 
remembered. 
A t the town of Orange we 
found the fruit in excellent form and flavor! 
the Navel variety almost as large as at N a­ 
tional City. 
I t gave U3 proof that it is one of 
the very best places for the citrus fruits that 
we visited. 
W s spent a very pleasant social 
evening at the parlors of tfie Cosmopolitan 
Hotel. 
There we met Beveral of the press 
excursionists who, like ourselves, were in for 
having a good, jolly, free and happy time. 
From this point we soon leave, and turn 
onr course homeward.

WOODLAND JOLLIFYING. 


T ie M eeting Held There on F riday Even­ 
in g —R esolutions Adopted. 
W hen the R e co b d -U n io n representative 
left W oodland on F riday evening there was 
much indignation felt among the citizens of 
th at placo over the arrest of ex-Sheriff Rahm 
and his two former employes fcr the m urder 
of John E. M altby, and there was some talk 
of horning effigies of ihe D istrict Attorney, 
the detectives and others engaged ia the pros­ 
ecution. 
B etter counsel prevailed, however, 
and in tha evening an orderly but rather en- 
thuaiattic meeting was held in the Court­ 
room, 
composed 
of 
representative 
citi­ 
zen,», of wh ch 
J i m s Viera wss fr.s i- 
dent and John M . Rhodes wss Secre­ 
tary. 
A committee consisting ct F. S. Free- 
m ar, A. D. Porter &Dd Charles Hopping was 
appointed for the purpose or drafting a set of 
re olutiooe, giving the expression of the peo­ 
ple in relation to the criminal examination 
just closed. A fter a few m inutes’absence the 
committee reported as follows: 
Whereas, In investigating the circumstances con­ 
nected with the death of the late John E. Maltby, 
the authorities of Yolo county have caused the ar­ 
rest and incarceratl' n oí F. M. Rahm, ex Sheriff of 
the county; and, whereas, after an extended and 
rigid judicial investigation, ia which the District 
Attorney was assisted by able counsel, the prusecu- 
tlon were unable to demand an order committing 
the accused for trial, and he was therefore honorably 
discharged ; therefore 
Rcsolced, That Ihe facts developed during this in­ 
vestigation have thoroughly ana completely vindi­ 
cated F. M. Rahm from even the shadow of sus­ 
picion that he had any connection with or knowledge 
of the causes leading to the death of John E. Maltby, 
and that this Investigation has left no stain upon his 
former irreproachable character for honesty and in­ 
tegrity. 
Resolved, That we condemn the intemperate haste 
of the f rosecution in causing the arrest and impris­ 
onment of one of our most esteemed citizens, there­ 
by depriving his wife and children of his protection, 
upon the unsupported statement of a notorious liar ; 
a statement containing so many inherent improba­ 
bilities as to force upon the mind of every fair- 
minded and impartial person a conviction of its 
utter falsehood. 
Resolved, That we make no effort to express our 
abhorrence and loathing of the witness who consti­ 
tutes the central figure of this prosecution, became 
of the utterimpossibilityof so arrargingthe copious 
English as to do justice to the subject on this occa­ 
sion. 
Resolved, That the arrest of George Rahm and 
Augustus Appleby, and their imprisonment, with­ 
out bail, upon a complaint sworn to by the District 
Attorney upon information and belief, when the 
result shows that he had not one word of informa' 
tion upon which to base such a belief, has no par' 
allel in the criminal jurisprudence of Yolo county, 
and is a direct attack upon the personal rights and 
liberties guaranteed by the organic law. 
Resolved, That we commend the patient industry 
of the judicial officer before whom this examination 
was held, and refer with pride to his dignified and 
impartial conduct therein. 
A reeolutipn was also adopted condemning 
sensational reports of the case published by 
certain journals. 
The K e c o rd -U n io n was 
not, of course, included in this denunciation. 
On motion the following was added and the 
whole adopted unanimously : 
Resolved, That a copy of thesmresoiutions be pre­ 
sented to F. M. Rahm, A. Appleby and their fami­ 
lies, and also to Giorge Rahm. 
Resolced, That the Yulo Mail and Yolo Leuiocnt 
be requested to publish the above resolutions, and 
also request their exchanges to copy the same. 
In the meantime a bonfire had been lighted 
on Main street, and a large crowd had assem­ 
bled and was being addrested by Messrs. 
Garcutte, Ulark, Pedler, Lam bert, Baker 
and Sprague, and John Lam bert was re­ 
quested to proceed to the atreet and present 
the resolutions. 
A fter the adoption of the resolutions a 
large procession, headed by a band, formed 
and marched to the residence of ex-Sheriff F. 
M. Rahm. 
M r. Rahm appeared and made a 
few remarks thanking his friend», after which 
the procession marched to Mr. Appleby’s res­ 
idence. 
M r. Appleby appeared and thanked 
his friends, after which the crowd dispersed. 
The following was received at this office, 
signed by many citizens of W ashington : 
“ E d s. R e co b d -U n io n : There have been 
some inquiries in regard to eomo guns th at 
were fired in W ashington on Friday evening 
last. 
W e would state that they were fired in 
honor of the discharge of F. M . Rahm. 
We 
offer our sincere thanks to the R e c o rd U n io n 
for the fair and im partial report it has made 
of his trial.”

D e n v e r (CoL), March 2 4 * .—The Her- 
tnanrs Penitente?, a fanatical religions see'', 
numbering about two thousand members, in 
the Teriitor7 oi New Mexico, who believe in 
periodical atocement for sin by inflicting on 
their bodies agonizing tortures, were origin­ 
ally within the Roman Catholic Church, but 
Archbishop Lainy, shocked by their barbar­ 
ous cruelties, promulgated a decree bani.-hmg 
them £:um communion. 
In numbers they 
have bten greatly thinned since, and they are 
now inhabitants principally of but four coun­ 
ties in the Territory. 
Great care is taken to 
prevent discovery of their Identity by spec­ 
tators, and ail are masked while conducting 
th i? annual penance. 
Devotees often travel 
1 u ireds of miles to undergo the proscribed 
torture. 
L 'J Griegos, a small Mexican vil­ 
lage neir Albuquerque, boasts a b:dy of the 
penitents, the fact being kn .wn only by the 
brutal ceiemor.i-3 taking place theie every 
year. 
This morning the ceremonies were in­ 
augurated by an introductory procession, 
containing about thirty men and women. 
The process of purification by torture began 
at 10 o’clock. 
Five men, naked to the waist, 
barefooted and wearirgblack rones and hoods, 
bo as to completely" c nceal thoir identity, 
ware seen to i-sue from the adobe lodge-hou3e 
of the ioct, led by the master of ceremonies, 
carrying a veritable cat-o’-uine-tails. 
Two 
haee wooden crosses, weighing 550 pounds 
each, were placed upon the naked shoulders 
cf two of rii? self-torturers. 
Tr.e shsrp edge 
cutting into the naked flesh caused the blood 
to spurt cut and drop to the ground. 
One 
penitent produced a sharp goad, which he 
thrust into the flesh of his fellow-aufferers 
from time to time while the procession moved 
up the street to a wild gibberish chant in 
Spanish. Halting they applied rawhide whips 
mercilessly, eacn blow taking oil pieces of 
skin and bits of flash. 
The procession took its w ay to tho coal, 
h alf a mile a ^ J - 
Durin? the march r.ot a 
g ro in was heard nor a word spoken, bnt just 
before reaching the goal, a small adobe hut, 
an ordeal was encountered to try the nerves 
of the boldest. 
For some distance before 
the 
door leaves of the cacti plant had 
been strewn thickly on tho ground, and as 
the barefooted penitents approached is one 
hesitated. 
Instantly half a dozen whips de­ 
scended on his bsre shoulders, and with a 
bound he sprang into the cacti, his every step 
and those of his followers marked with blood. 
A s the torturo grew more terrible the chant 
grew louder and the thongs fell with m.-.rc 
vigor. 
Reaching the door of the house they 
were lost sight o f ; sentinels guarding the 
entrance and only broken whips and pool» of 
blood bore wi.ness to what had transpired 
within. 
I -suing from the hou-a the pro­ 
cession reformed and retu-ned to tho bouse of 
worship. And so the horrifying exercises con­ 
tinued, one batch of pscitents succeeding 
another until nighf, when a grand procession 
and chant wound up the excercises for the 
day. 
During thesa marches to-and from the 
bouse of refuge the scene at times was too 
. sicke/nog f r description. 
Powerful men 
’ submitted ihcir bodies to the most merciless 
flagellation, until, in some instances, bsre 
tnusc'es could be seen quivering at every blow. 
The whole proceedings were a savage attempt 
to honor the Easter se-son. Hitherto the law 
has made no attempt to check these wild ex- 
erciies. although once a penitent, who threw 
another bearing a cross into the river near 
San Juan and drowned him, was lynched by 
the infuriated witnesses.
